Remorse For 


Slaying Sister 


FRESNO, Calif.— (/P) —S a l l y 
Richard, 14, will be buried today. 
A little later, phychiatrists will be 
court appointed to ask her twin, 
Alice, w hy she shot Sally in a fit 
of hatred. 
Alice told officers she has no de­ 
sire to attend her sister’s funeral. 
She said she had hated Sally four 
years and “I would kill her again.” 
Clothed in a plain cotton dress 
and with no makeup, Alice was 
arraigned before Justice Leonard 
J. Myers yesterday. 
She was defiant as she heard 
the charge: That she wilfully and 
with malice shot Sally early Sun­ 
day. 
A high school sophomore, she 
had the air of a pupil called be­ 
fore a principal for some infrac­ 
tion of the rules. 
She seemed to have a notion of 
the gravity of the crime— but no 
worry as its consequences. 
Asked 
if she realized what might happen 
to her, she shrugged: 
‘‘I guess they’ll put me in an in­ 
stitution 
for a while and 
then 
execute me.” 
Eats Well, Sleeps Well 
Under California law she is too 
young for execution but could be 
sent to a girl’s school of correction 
or a mental institution. 
Probation Officer Josh Ashjian 
said ‘‘she shows absolutely no re­ 
morse.” She ate big meals yester­ 
day and told him she had her 
“best night’s sleep in six years.” 
Superior Judge A rthur E. Shep­ 
ard said he would order a sanity 
examination and appoint phychia- 
trirts today. 
Assistant District Attorney Dan 
B. Eymann said Alice had been 
subject to headaches and had been 
examined by the family physician 
last November, but no positive 
findings of intra-cranial or brain 
disease had been found. 
Alice has said she hated her sis­ 
ter because ‘‘she was stupid and 
acted like a nut.” 
The parents, Mr. and Mrs. Ed­ 
gard Richard, said neither twin 
had been favored over the other. 
The Richards have six other chil­ 
dren, ranging in age from I to 17.

MOSCOW. (/PU. S. Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson’s recent con­ 
ditions for better relations 
be­ 
tween America and 
the 
Soviet 
Union are getting a 
flat 
tu rn ­ 
down from the Russians. 
Soviet press commentators over 
the weekend, attacking Acheson’s 
recent speech at Berkeley, Calif., 
made it clear that the Soviets feel 
it contained no concrete proposi­ 
tion for fostering peace. 
(In his speech Acheson 
said 
better Soviet-American 
relations 
would be possible if the Russians, 
among other things, would cease 
“obstruction” in the United 
Na­ 
tions, agree to a realistic 
atom 
control plan, and perm it Germany, 
Japan and Austria to become free 
countries.) 
There is probably no time since 
the w ar when mutual 
relations 
are as bad as they are now. 
The Soviets 
evidently 
think 
w ar is possible but not probable. 
They show no outw ard signs of 
being convinced that it is com­ 
ing soon, if at all. 
The Russians appear as 
con­ 
vinced as ever that the economic 
conditions in capitalistic 
United 
States and Britain 
are 
heading 
those countries for a crisis.

To Wield Ax

$29,- 
045,030,164 
deficit-boosting gov- 
ernm ent spending bill— represent­ 
ing a $200 outlay for every man, 
woman and child in the nation— 
was approved today by the House 
Appropiations committee. 
Grim rem inder of the cost of 
war, more than half of its total 
is composed of items for national 
defense, including charges grow­ 
ing out of World War II. The bill 
carries $13,911,127,300 for the de­ 
fense 
departm ent, 
$5,801,782,795 
for the V eterans’ Adm inistration 
and $947,970,000 for the Atom ic 
Energy Commission. 
All Agencies Included 
There were no deep cuts in any 
major programs, the average re­ 
duction 
under 
President 
Tru­ 
m an’s requests 
being 
five 
per 
cent. But there is a move in the 
House to send the bill back to 
the committee for a further $1,- 
000,000,000 cut or more. 
Slated for House debate next 
week, the bill wraps into a single 
m easure for the 
first 
tim e 
in 
modern history the appropriations 
of more than 40 federal agencies. 
Not included are foreign aid and 
military assistance funds and so­ 
called perm anent and indefinite 
appropriations, aggregating $11,- 
592,751,053. 
The bill’s total is $1,567,900,- 
504 less than the president 
re­ 
quested and, if approved by Con­ 
gress, would result in 
an 
esti- 
ma'jjd federal deficit of $4,153,- 
682,312 for the 1951 fiscal yeaf» 
starting next July I. The appro­ 
priations provided are for that 
year. 
In actual cash, the bill appro­ 
priates S27,266,403,664, which it 
$1,385,377,504 less than the Presi­ 
dent requested and $832,014,180 
less than was provided for com­ 
parable activities this year. 
In addition, it provides author­ 
ity for government agencies to 
enter into contracts totaling $1,- 
773,626,500.

Eiteman Gives 


Two Talks Here 


University Lecture 
Series Opens 
Prof. W ilfred J. Eiteman 
dis­ 
cussed the subject, “Owning Am­ 
el icon Industry,” 
in 
interesting 
talks at the meetings of the Ki- 
wanis club Monday noon and the 
University of 
Michigan 
lecture 
gi oup last night. 
Eiteman explained 
the 
stock 
market, its background, the basis 
for quotation averages, and spec­ 
ulated briefly on trends. 
Prices went up during the war 
period while earnings went down, 
he said. 
In 
the postwar period 
to June, 1949, earnings went up 
and m arket prices declined. Since 
June of last 
year 
stock 
prices 
have again 
shown 
an 
upward 
trend. 
Supply and Demand 
There are many factors involv­ 
ed and the ‘law ” of supply and 
demand does not necessarily set 
the m arket pattern, Eiteman ex­ 
plained. Often a small percentage 
of the stockholders in a corpora­ 
tion are engaged in 
trading and 
the m ajority (sometimes as high 
as 91 per cent in one corporation) 
have nothing to do in determining 
stock values. 
Last year there was no signifi­ 
cant decline, trade held up, and 
investors went back in 
on 
the 
buying 
side. 
The 
anticipated 
“postwar depression” did not ma­ 
terialize. 
Last week the m arket average 
was 207, eleven times the amount 
of the earnings, the highest since 
the market hit 212 in 1946. 
No Signs of Decline 
Today there are no signs of a 
major decline, Eiteman said, and 
unless this appears by June it is 
possible the speculators take over 
and the average will go above the 
212—“and where it will stop no­ 
body knows.” Business conditions 
for the latter half of this year will 
be the determ ining factor. 
Risk is inherent in the Ameri­ 
can private enterprise system, and 
somebody must take the 
risk to 
keep the national economy func­ 
tioning, Eiteman said. If these fin­ 
ancial chances were not taken to 
develop industry and business, the 
economy would stagnate and gov­ 
ernm ent 
ownership 
would 
in­ 
crease. Eiteman pointed out that 
the savings of the wealthy alone 
are not sufficient to provide new 
capital for 
industry, and 
so 
private enterprise must draw on 
the funds held 
by 
the 
middle 
class. The savings of the middle 
group are the largest in this coun­ 
try today, he added.

Local wood products m anufac­ 
turers must 
turn 
to novel 
and 
unique hardwood items 
and 
to 
products fashioned 
from 
aspen 
and popple, must carefully ana­ 
lyze costs and prices, and operate 
at a high degree of efficiency to 
compete successfully with 
large 
operators in central midwest cit­ 
ies, Polich declared. 
Larger Plants Favored 
Factories of this 
area 
cannot 
compete successfully with the big 
plants of Chicago, Rockford, She­ 
boygan 
and 
other 
towns 
on 
standard hardwood items because 
the larger plan’s can buy lumber 
in quantity lots at 
greater 
dis­ 
count and because the high cost 
of freight and shipping cuts into 
the profit on items semi-finished 
here, Polich explained. 
Polich is advising 
local 
mill 
operators to turn 
out 
appealing 
gift items and articles useful in 
the average home, thus employing 
imagination in the 
selection 
of 
products for which a wide m ar­ 
ket can be secured. 
He also suggests that the ex­ 
pensive technical knowledge 
of 
Michigan Tech specialist? in the 
field be drawn upon in plans for 
future production. 
Gifts Furniture 
Gift merchandisers and furni­ 
ture firm? are two m ajor sources 
of orders for the local mill opera­ 
tors who are already 
displaying 
considerable initiative in finding 
an outlet for their plants, Polich 
said. 
There is an increasing demand 
for custom sawing and dimension­ 
al stock, Polich said, because the 
large manufacturing firms which 


formerly 
processed 
their items 
from lumber to finished product 
are now having smaller mills turn 
out the semi-finished 
items 
for 
final finishing and assembly 
at 
the large plants. The larger firms 
in 
increasing numbers are find­ 
ing it easier and economical to 
buy lumber already 
cut 
to a 
dimension on which they can do 
the finishing work. 
Labor Costs High 
Polich soid that there is no great 
disparity between mill labor cost 
here and in the Chicago-Rockford 
areas, since this district is a re­ 
latively high cost labor market. 
Therefore, the 
local mill owner 
must look to some other factor In 
his production that will offer some 
rdvantageou? differential 
enab­ 
ling competition on price. 
Local 
mills can on many products pro­ 
duce them cheaper here, but the 
freight cost of transporting them 
to the finishing mills 400 miles 


away eats up the margin of pro­ 
fit, 
By exacting adherence to 
por- 
duction line efficiency, control of 
raw material cost and other fac­ 
tors, the Upper Peninsula manu­ 
facturer can however turn out a 
product at a price that can 
win 
orders In competition 
with 
the 
larger firms. The items 
offering 
best possibility for orders are in 
the “gifty” lines and 
in 
those 
articles which 
appeal 
to 
the 
housewife and could be used 
in 
any home. Thus, ideas and skill in 
turning out attractive, 
practical 
and 
sturdy 
articles 
for 
the 
kitchen, living room and 
dining 
room are needed. 
Fit Jobs to Tools 
Polich who visits Chicago and 
the other midwest market centers 
monthly to obtain orders for the 
mills he represents is kept 
busy 
finding work that will fit the tools 
of local shops. He is now supply­ 


ing 4 new items, and he believes 
mill operators should 
turn 
out 
what they can with their present 
machinery instead of buying new 
machines. 
The endeavor 
to fit 
orders to the available tools, saws, 
shapers, planes and other mach­ 
ines on the floors of the 
wood­ 
working plants is

successfully at the present time.

Home Building Costs 


N ot Likely To Fall 
R 
OY WENZLICK, real estate analyst of 
St. Louis, widely regarded as one of the 
nation’s leading experts on building habits 
and trends, has taken a good look at the 
building situation in this country and has 
come up with some advice for prospective 
home builders. He says don’t wait to build 
your new home until prices take a sizable 
drop— unless you can do without a house 
for another five or six years. 
And even 
then, he says, prices will stabilize at levels 
75% above what they were before the war. 
Menzlick is a big name in the real estate 
business. His counsel is quoted freely by 
real estate brokers, builders and leueral 
housing experts. When he speaks, the in­ 
dustry listens with great respect. 
He says that conditions are pretty well 
stabilized for a period of yeais. He thinks 
a change may come to substantially lower 
prices in perhaps six years, at a level about 
30% below today’s prices. 
But Wenzlick 
suggests that no one 
postpone 
building 
waiting for the change, because there are 
many uncertainties in the picture that may 
kee*. prices up. 
Wenzlick does believe that today’s m ar­ 
ket prices in the housing field are fair. The

Death Rides Highways At 
Night, Traffic Study Shows 


Why do 
traffic 
accidents 
at 
night kill four times as many per­ 
sons as traffic accidents 
in the 
daytime—in proportion 
to 
the 
number of vehicles operating? 
That question has been asked 
—and answered—by Edmond C. 
Powers, director of public infor­ 
mation for the Street and Traffic 
Safety Lighting Bureau. Powers 
recently sent a memorandum on 
the subject to Maj. Gen. Philip B. 
Fleming, chairman of the Presid­ 
ent’s Highway Safety Conference. 
The Powers report, based upon 
studies of fatal-accident 
reports 
from 20 states last year, indicates 
that the greatest factor 
in 
the 
high death rate at night is inade­ 
quate visibility. 
The report to General Fleming 
says: 
“Evidence that the death rate 
per vehicle operating is four times 
as high at night is obtained by 
analyzing 8,151 
fatal 
accidents 
reported by 20 states for the year 
1948. 
“Day fatal 
accidents 
reported 
totaled 3,503. On the basis of the 
number 
of 
vehicles 
operating, 
there should have been one-third 
as many fatal accidents at night, 
or 1,167. 
Actually, 
there 
were 
4,648.” 
Actually, 
the 
Powers 
report 
says, the number of accidents in 
daytime is greater than the num­ 
ber at 
night. 
But, 
the 
report 
shows, night traffic which is only 
a third as heavy as day 
traffic 
anc* accounts for only 39 per cent 
of all accidents, kills one and a 
third times as many persons as 
day traffic. 
The Powers study sets forth the 
answer after an analysis to deter­ 
mine: 
I. The accident factors encoun­ 
tered in night traffic which are 
different from those in day traf­ 
fic. 


2. The extent to which each of 
these night factors contributes to 
fatal accidents after dark. 
The study then lists these ac­ 
cident factors as being the same 
night and day: 
Bridges, character of roadway, 
driver physical 
defects 
(except 
fatigue), improper driving actions 
(except under influence of alco­ 
hol), improper pedestrian actions 
(except under influence of alco­ 
hol) railroad crossings, speed ve­ 
hicular defects (except headlights 
and taillights), 
weather 
condi­ 
tions (except fog). 
The report states 
that “these 
nine 
accident 
factors 
don’t 
change as the sun goes down ... 
The only reason some 
of 
these 
nine factors seem worse at night 
is because they are made more 
dangerous by occurring in com­ 
bination with one or more other 
factors which make night traffic 
different from day traffic.” 
Powers then goes on 
to 
list 
these 
accident 
factors 
which 
apply strictly at night: 
Defective 
taillights, 
defective 
headlights, fatigue, fog, use of al­ 
cohol, inadequate visibility. 
The report says: “These six ac­ 
cident 
factors 
obviously 
apply 
only to night 
traffic. 
Taillights 
and headlights are used only at 
night. The time when fatigue de­ 
velops is at night. 
The 
occur­ 
rence of fog in daylight is so in­ 
frequent as to be negligible. The 
same is true of the use of alcohol. 
Comparing the amount of illumin­ 
ation at night with the 
amount 
prevailing in daytime shows why 
inadequate visibility is strictly a 
night factor.” 
Separate analysis of these 
six 
factors, based on 4,648 fatal night 
accidents, shows these results: 
Defective taillights 0.88 per cent 
Defective headlights 
1.18 
per 
cent 


Driver fatigue, 3.24 per cent 
Fog, 3.74 per cent 
Use of alcohol, under the head­ 
ings of “had been drinking” 
and 
“obviously drunk,” 19.1 per cent. 
The Powers 
report 
concludes 
that five of the six night factors 
accounted for only 46.7 per cent of 
night deaths. 
“Inadequate visibility 
is 
the 
sixth and only other factor which 
makes night traffic conditions dif­ 
ferent from day conditions,” the 
report says. It would seem, there­ 
fore, that this factor must be re­ 
sponsible for the deaths which are 
not accounted for by 
the 
other 
five night factors.. .. 
“Inadequate visibility increases 
the dangers of operating with de­ 
fective taillights and 
headlights. 
It invites fatique. It increases fog 
blindness, and it makes the use 
of alcohol much more apt 
to be 
fatal by further shortening the 
already-reduced interval for re­ 
flexes to act.” 
As evidence of the latter point, 
the report cites a Detroit experi­ 
ment 
on 
a main 
thoroughfare 
where fatal night 
accidents in­ 
volving the use of alcohol were 
reduced from 15 for 
a two-year 
period to one for a similar period 
after visibility was improved. 
The Powers study cites 13 cases 
of improved visibility throughout 
the nation. A summary of these 
improvements, the 
report 
says, 
shows that they effected an aver­ 
age reduction in night deaths of 
83 per cent. 
The report concludes: 
“A reduction of (inly 
53.3 per 
cent would save 9,918 lives. 
“This figure checks very closely 
with results of 
studies 
by 
the 
committee on street and highway 
lighting of the Illuminating En­ 
gineering Society 
which 
reports 
that traffic fatalities attributed to 
impaired 
visibility

Rural Crimes 


On Increase 


FBI Reports Twice 
Rate Of Cities 
WASHINGTON, 
(SS) — Rural 
crime increased at twice the 
rate 
it was going up in the cities during 
1949, according to the FBI. 
Over the whole year, a serious 
crime was 
committed 
every 
18 
seconds, 
the 
annual 
“Uniform 
Crime Reports” of FBI director J. 
Edgar Hoover reported today. 
Sheriffs’ offices, rural police de­ 
partments and State police report­ 
ed an 8.5 percent jump in country 
crime, 
while 
the 
larger 
cities 
showed a 4.2 percent increase In 
serious crimes. 
The nation-wide statistical sur­ 
vey showed another twist. 
“The 
frequency with 
which 
various 
types of crimes are committed ap­ 
pears to fluctuate with the differ­ 
ent seasons 
of 
the 
year,” 
Mr. 
Hoover reported. 
Robberies, burglaries and auto 
thefts—all crimes against proper­ 
ty—tend to occur most often in the 
winter months, hitting a 
high 
In 
December. For larcenies, rape and 
aggravated assaults, on the other 
hand, the summer months seem to 
be the time the criminal is more 
liable to attack. 
The FBI points out that the long 
winter nights aid acts of stealth, 
while warm weather and 
long 
daylight hours are more favorable 
to personal contact. 
“During the average 
day 
in 
1949” Mr. Hoover reported, “there 
were 293 persons killed or assault­ 
ed; 162 robberies were committed; 
over 1.100 places wen* burglarized, 
more than 440 cars were stolen, 
and there were 2.800 thefts under 
the general larceny classification.”

the past year except murder, ncg- | 
ligcnt 
manslaughter

More Rural Electricity 
Sought By Farm Group 


Since becoming an independent 
state in 
1831, Belgium has had 
but four kings. 


CHICAGO—When you bring to­ 
gether several thousand men and 
women who have seen the glori­ 
ous results of switching on light 
and power in their farm homes 
and barns and milk houses in the 
last few years, you see what is 
meant by crusading zeal. 
These farm people have it. 
They came to Chicago, 4,280 
strong, to attend the annual meet­ 
ing of the National Rural Electric 
Cooperative Association. Their ob­ 
jective, they explained in lobby 
chats as well as in formal papers, 
is to get still more light and pow­ 
er in the rural areas so that every 
farm family in the United States 
will be able to buy all the current 
it needs and can afford. 
They 
also want to see fulfillment of tho 
rural telephone program which is 
just getting under way. 
Private Companies Hit 
Most of these people are direc­ 
tors of rural electric cooperatives. 
They are practical farm men and 
a 
few farm women elected by 
their neighbors to direct the pol­ 
icy of these organizations. 
Some 
are technically trained managers 
of the cooperatives and a few are 
the coopeeratives* lawyers. 
They 
represent 3,109,286 farm families 
who receive current from coop­ 
eratives set up in the 15 years 
REA has been making loans. 
Many of these people believe 
that the private power companies 
are pursuing policies and seeking 
legislation which would prevent 
the achievement of low-cost elec­ 
tric current for all. 
The convention adopted resolu­ 
tions outlining policies which its 
members believe would permit 
the cooperatives to reach their 
goal of more power. They pleaded 
for policies which will make it 
possible for the remaining 17 per 
cent of the nation’s farms, not yet 
electrified, to get the precious 
current and enjoy those comforts 
and aids to production that city 
people regard as necessities, such 
instead of kerosene lamps, and 
as running water, electric lights 
electric power to help with the 
chores, the family wash, cleaning, 
and use of tools. 
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In the 15 years of REA they 
have seen power come to the 
American farms with a mighty 
rush. As recently as 1935, only IO 
per cent of the farms were elec­ 
trified. Ninety per cent were still 
using coal oil lamps 
and 
hand I 
pumps and kerosene stoves or the 
equivalent. 
Now, in contrast, it 
was reported here that 19 states 
are more than 90 per cent elec­ 
trified and the others are moving 
along toward this goal. 
Some 
have 
made 
spectacular 
jumps, 
such 
as Louisiana, 
which 
rose 
I rom 1.7 per cent in 1935 to 71.4 
per cent at the beginning of this 
year, and Ohio which climbed 
from 18.8 to 99.4 in the same 
period. 
Of course, this is not all the re- 
I suit of REA cooperatives. Whether 
! as a consequence of the challenge 
I of these cooperatives or from oth­ 
er causes, private companies have 
t been responsible for about half 
the expansion to rural areas, it is 
estimated. 
But Claude R. Wick- 
ard, REA administrator, points out 
that much of the area reached by 
, the cooperatives is sparsely settled 
and does not offer a sufficiently 
i promising field to profit-seeking 
enterprise. 
With so successful a record, it 
might seem that nothing remains 
to be done but continue the work 
; just as it has been going. 
But 
many delegates and .speakers came 
to the convention with serious 
concern for the future of the pro­ 
gram.

Now 
they report certain legislative pro­ 
posals pending in Congress which 
seek to restrict and limit the pow­ 
er of the administrator of HEA to 
make loans 
for generation and 
transmission purposes. Such bills, 
they say, would adver elv affect 
the expansion of the rural elec­ 
trification program.

Newsweek 
looks at Life Insurance

things is going to be higher than 
a year ago. 
That’s because of price reduc­ 
tions during the past 
year

! along the line. One source esti­ 
mates prices are down an aver- 
I age of three per cent for the year. 
I 
Easter falls on April 9 this year. 
I one week earlier than last year. 
The very earliness 
of 
Easter, 
however, makes for a short shop- 
I ping season. With the weather still 


cold, Easter slips up on people be­ 
fore they know it. 
W. Ian Mack, business consult­ 
ant, believes it is a little early to 
judge the temper of Easter busi­ 
ness, but says: 
“The expectation is there will 
be fairly brisk retail trade right 
up to Easter. March will exceed a 
year ago, or approximate it, 
in 
dollar volme. Unit 
sales 
should 
show an appreciable increase." 
Mack believes adverse weather 
has been a factor so far in hold­ 
ing back sales in some sections. 
Another research organization of 
national 
reputation 
says 
there 
aren’t many indications so far of 
Easter shopping

way. Apparel sales are below a 
year ago both on a dollar and unit 
basis, but the

AP Special Washington Service 
Washington, (Th—A cut of 25 
per cent in President Truman’s 
recommendations for flood

during the 1951 fiscal year was 
voted today by the House Appro­ 
priations committee. 
The committee, in 
the

one-package 
appropriations 
bill 
reported to tile House, 
recom­ 
mended $600,945,000 for water­ 
ways work. 
This compares with $798,482,000 
which President Truman recom­ 
mended in his budget—a cut of 
$197,537,000. 
The total is $34,559,190 below 
actual appropriations for the cur­ 
rent tiseal year. 
The bill is subject to 
House 
and Senate action. 
The committee gave two rea­ 
sons for trimming Mr. Truman’s 
requests. 
First, it said, the army engineers 
virtually lost a construction sea­ 
son because last year’s appropria­ 
tion bill was not agreed on and 
passed by Congress until late in 
the year. 
Balances Carried Over 
As a result, the committee re­ 
port said, there 
are 
substantial 
unobligated balances in many of 
the project funds which can be 
carried over this year. 
Because of this, said the com­ 
mittee. it is doubtful if the engi­ 
neers could use all the funds they 
originally asked. 
Second, it said, “is the convic­ 
tion that the nation would, 
in 
most instances, be better served 
if. wherever possible and 
eco­ 
nomically 
feasible, 
construction 
activity be spread out ” 
It said this is especially true 
in view of the present high rate 
of unemployment.
